MARTELLO.  White.  True  Pompon  form  for  October  20. 

OCTOBER  SNOW.  An  early,  pure  white  Baby  Pompon  maturing 
October  1 5  to  20. 

FUZZY  WUZZY.  A  sport  from  Sarda,  with  most  peculiar  flowers. 
Petals  of  unequal  length  give  a  fuzzy  appearance.  White  at  base 
with  pink  markings.  Matures  November  10. 

INTERMEDIATE  POMPONS 

WHITE  TONQUIN.  A  good  late  pure  white  sport  from  Tonquin. 
WHITE  LIGHT.  Pure  white  for  November  15. 

AMARANTHEA.  Matures  December  10  and  later.  Color  amaranth 
or  purplish  crimson. 

KATHERINE  JOHNSTON.  Color  orange.  Flowering  date  December  10 
to  Christmas,  according  to  climatic  conditions. 

ELLETRA.  In  form,  perfect  Pompon  type.  An  even  shade  of  pure 
bronze.  Matures  December.  The  best  late  bronze. 

HARDIES 

MALINTA.  Cream  slightly  tinted  pink  and  green.  Flowers  October 
10. 

EDGAR  A.  GUEST.  Bronzy  red.  In  flower  the  end  of  September. 

SINGLE 

CRIMSON  MONARCH.  A  semi-double  of  enormous  size,  showing  a 
small  disk  or  center.  Flowers  November  15. 

JAPANESE 

SAKIKO.  Light  bronze. 

DAIBUTSU.  The  largest  and  most  double  of  all  the  Japanese  tubular 
petaled  varieties  we  have  seen.  Rosy  purple.  Flowers  from  No¬ 
vember  1st  to  December  1st. 

STAR-KIST.  Pure  white.  Matures  about  November  20.

CHRYSANTHEMUMS 

New  Varieties  for  1939 

The  following  are  the  originators'  descriptions 

LARGE  FLOWERING 

ALBATROSS.  A  large,  pure  white  incurved  to  follow  Ambassador, 
blooming  October  25.  Flower  is  large  in  size  and  full  to  the 
center.  Grows  to  5  feet  from  June  planting  and  has  perfect  stem 
and  foliage.  Fine  for  shading  and  blooms  just  ahead  of  Ambassa¬ 
dor  when  shaded,  although  it  follows  that  variety  when  grown 
normally.  Take  terminal  bud.  Won  C.  S.  A.  medal  for  best  seed¬ 
ling  variety  in  the  commercial  section  at  Hartford,  November,

BLAZING  GOLD.  An  intense  golden  yellow,  perhaps  the  most  intense 
of  all  yellows.  Bloom  is  of  good  size  and  globular  in  form.  Stem 
and  foliage  are  perfect,  growing  5  feet  from  June  planting.  Intro¬ 
ducer  shades  this  variety  for  September  cutting  and  grows  it 
normally  for  blooming  in  late  October.  Take  terminal  bud.

COL.  F.  M.  ALGER.  A  large-flowered  standard  variety  producing 
closely  incurved  blooms  about  7  inches  across.  Color  clear  Pernet- 
yellow,  the  inside  petals  shading  to  golden  yellow.  A  clean,  vigor¬ 
ous  grower  attaining  a  height  of  about  5  feet.  Excellent  stem 
and  foliage.  Produces  a  high  percentage  of  perfect  blooms  from 
almost  any  bud,  but  we  recommend  second  crown  or  terminal 
buds  taken  the  first  part  of  September.  The  variety  matures 
Nov.  5th  to  10th,  and  does  not  shatter.  Because  of  its  easy 
growing  habit  and  its  high  percentage  of  good  blooms  which  it 
produces  this  variety  will  become  a  favorite  with  growers  desiring 
a  good  early  midseason  yellow.

DECEMBER  BEAUTY,  IMP.  A  pure  white  sport  from  December  Beauty. 
We  believe  this  variety  will  be  well  received  by  those  who  are 
interested  in  late  'mums.  It  combines  the  qualities  of  lateness, 
large  size,  good  stem,  and  purity  of  color.

HARVEST  MOON.  A  large  exhibition  bright  yellow.  Can  also  be 
grown  for  commercial  purposes.  Blooms  run  10  inches  in  diameter 
without  special  care.  Introducer  grows  this  variety  both  normally 
and  under  shade.  Blooms  normally  in  late  October.  Take  last 
crown  or  terminal  bud.  Grows  4  feet  from  June  planting  and  stem 
is  rigid  enough  to  hold  the  bloom  erect.  A  wonderful  variety  in 
that  it  produces  such  enormous  size  so  early  in  the  season.

TOBIN'S  LATE  YELLOW,  IMP.  A  sport  from  Tobin's  Late  Yellow. 
Several  shades  deeper  in  color.  $15.00  per  100;  $125.00  per  1000. 

JUBILEE.  Large,  incurved  yellow  for  mid-November  cutting.  Blooms 
of  large  size  and  perfect  incurved  form.  Color  a  clear  Bonnaffon- 
yellow.  Grows  4  feet  from  June  planting  and  has  a  rigid  stem  and 
perfect  foliage.  Introducer  shades  this  variety  for  cutting  first 
week  in  October  and  grows  it  normally  for  November  15  and  later. 
Take  terminal  bud  in  all  cases.  Won  C.  S.  A.  medal  for  best 
seedling  variety  in  the  commercial  section  at  Cincinnati,  Novem¬

POMPONS,  ANEMONES,  etc. 

RED  PRINCETON.  A  sport  from  Princeton  and  like  it  in  every  re¬ 
spect  excepting  color.  The  color  is  of  a  bright  reddish  bronze 
which,  combined  with  the  many  merits  of  Princeton,  should  make 
this  variety  popular.

CAVALCADE.  A  late-flowering  Pompon  which  possesses  nearly 
every  good  characteristic  sought  by  chrysanthemum  growers. 
Individual  blooms  measuring  about  21/2  inches  across  are  freely 
produced  on  rigid  and  well  formed  sprays.  The  full  rounded  flow¬ 
ers  possess  an  unusually  crisp  substance.  The  variety  grows  and 
breaks  freely,  giving  excellent  production  of  many  good  sized  and 
salable  sprays.  It  attains  a  height  of  from  38  to  42  inches  with 
small  but  thick  and  leathery  foliage  to  the  bottom  of  the  plant, 
making  an  ideal  variety  for  pot  culture  as  well  as  for  cutting. 
The  color  of  Cavalcade  is  a  bright  Mandarin-red  with  each  cupped 
petal  showing  a  golden  bronze  reverse,  the  whole  making  a  pleas¬ 
ing  combination.  Matures  from  December  10th  to  15th.  Caval¬ 
cade  is  a  premium  variety  possessing  nearly  all  of  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  which  merit  the  name  of  "The  Perfect  Pompon."

PINK  PEARL.  A  Button  Pompon  resulting  from  a  cross  between 
Jewell  and  Mary  Lennon  Hall,  being  very  much  like  Jewell  except¬ 
ing  that  it  matures  about  ten  days  later  and  possesses  a  more 
lively  pink  color.  Its  good  habit  of  growth  and  good  production 
make  it  a  very  worthy  improvement  upon  an  old  standby.

Not  a  distinct  novelty  but  a  decided  improvement 
on  the  present  type.

Vigorous 
growth,  branching  habit,  and  unusually  good  keeping  qualities. 
Height  3  feet.

A  letter  before  each  variety  indicates,  for  quick 
reference,  the  season  of  flowering — early,  late,  etc. 
The  date  after  each  variety  is  approximate  date  of 

flowering. 

E — Early.  To  get  best  flowers  it  is  important  to  order  early 
and  plant  early  in  May  or  June  for  best  results.  If 
buds  are  not  formed  on  dates  shown,  reserve  the  first 
bud  appearing  after  that  date. 

M — Midseason.  When  seasons  are  favorable,  some  of  these 
will  bloom  a  few  days  before  November  1st. 

L — Late.  Late-flowering  varieties  usually  have  best  blooms 
about  November  1 0th,  if  early  buds  are  taken  and 
the  season  is  favorable.  These  varieties  may  be  had 
for  later  blooming  by  selecting  the  later  buds  and 
planting  later. 

T  — Thanksgiving  varieties  usually  flower  shortly  before 
Thanksgiving,  but  can  be  held,  in  most  cases  for 
Thanksgiving  sales.
